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LIONESS LOOSE IN CROWD; 
5,000 PANIC-STRICKEN 


Scores Trampled in a R 
of a Newark Park. 


BUT SHE HARMED NOBODY 


Frightened by the Falling of a Bicycle. 


Into Her Cage She Broke Out— 
Captured After Two Hours. 


Into a crowd of five thousand men, wo- 
men, and children, gathered at Electric 
Park, adjoining the Vailsburg bicycle 
track, near Newark, a lioness escaped 
from her cage at 10:30 o'clock last night. 

The beast was furious, having just been 
struck by a bicycle 
dropped upon her by Tourbillion, a per- 
former whose ‘‘ Looping the Loop in the 
Lion’s Den” was the culminating act of 
the evening's entertainment. 

The lioness got away from the 


and was not recaptured for two hours. 
She did not attack anybody, for apparent- 
ly she was as frightened as were the 
people around her. 

A panic and crush to get away followed 
the beast’s escape. Scores were carried 
off their feet and trampled on. The 
lioness, paying no attention to the crowd, 
@ashed through with a dozen tremendous 
bounds and disappeared among some 
shanties belonging to the race track in the 
fear of the inclosure. 

Even her disappearance did not end the 
panic. It was not known at what mo- 
ment she might return to claim her prey. 
The rush was continued even after the 
gatés were passed. 

It was a gala night at Electric Park. 
There had been a big race meeting at the 
Vailsburg track in the afternoon, and a 
large number of spectators had swelled 
the park's usually heavy evening attend- 
ance to far beyond its normal size. Addi- 
tional features of entertainment had been 
provided by the management. The star 
thriller of the evening, though, was Tour- 
dillion's act. 

The bicyclist rides his wheel in a bowl- 
Shaped contrivance of wooden slats set 
on top of the cage, in which were the 
two lionesses. The top of the cage was 
open, and there was no bottom to the 
bowl, so that a slip in riding was sup- 
posed to land the rider on the floor be- 
tween the lionesses. 

Dillon was riding as usual, when his 
wheel slipped and dropped into the cage. 
He grabbed at the slats, caught them 
with one hand, and, drawing himself up 
out of harm's way, was assisted over the 
rim of the bowl. His mishap and the 
minute or so it took to rescue him caused 
much excitement and drew practically the 
whdle crowd to the scene. The last com-

As he stepped inside, Louise, the larger ' 


of the two animals, sprang on him to 
get out of the cage. She had been badly 
frightened by the fall of the wheel.

The crowd broke instantly and ran. Men 
deserted wives and women let go of their 
children and ran for their lives. Many fell 
and were trampled upon, but sprang up 
again and fled on. The gates, which fort- 
unately were many, emptied the park in 
less than a minute. Men, women, and 
children went racing down the streets or 
broke into near-by houses screaming and 
hysterical. Many did not stop running 
until they dropped, panting from exhaus- 
tion, a mile or more from the park. One 
man is said to have run to East Orange, 
two miles or more away, and, when he 
finally collapsed, begged those about him 
to drive off the beast.

@ge, set about capturing her. Others set 
about gathering up the torn clothing and 
belongings of the crowd that had fled.

efforts were made to coax her into it, but 
in vain. 

The police were quickly reinforced by 
the reserves from the nearest stations, and 
men living in the neighborhood hurried to 
the scene with guns, revolvers, and lan- 
terns and joined in the hunt. 

Telegrams were sent in all 
and at midnight there were more than 200 
police and civilians beating up the neigh- 
borhood, though it was believed that the 
beast had hidden herself in or under some 
of the near-by buildings. There no one at 
first had sufficient nerve to venture. 

Just after midnight the lioness was 
captured. Her cage was pushed near her 
and her trainer forced her inside by wav- 
ing a torch behind her. She 
erty of Mr. Bartell of New 
weighs about 400 pounds.

| breast. 

Mrs. Wilson and a maid, Hannah Can- 
lin, who was a witness to the robbery 
and shooting from the opposite side of the 
Street, alarmed the hotel people and the 
| neighborhood. The robbery occurred al- 
} most directly in front of the residence of 
Alderman F. I. Bennett. 

The thief ran west in the alley opening 
in Fifty-eighth Street, with a crowd be- 
{hind him. He easily distanced them. He 
jretained the purse, which it is supposed 
| contained several hundred dollars. 
| Mrs. Mize was carried back to the hotel, 
| where she died soon afterward. The body 
was removed to Jordan's Morgue. 

“It all happened so quickly,” sald Mrs. 
Wilson, “ that I could not realize it until 
I heard the shot and saw Mrs. Mize lying 
on the sidewalk, with the thief running up 
|the alley. The man had followed us two 
| blocks, and we both noticed him, but did 
;not think he was a robber.” 

; Mrs. Wilson would not tell the police 
| anything about Mrs. Mize, and it re- 
, quired urging to get her to say anything 
jabout the robbery. This silence on her 
|part led the police to believe at first 
|that there was some other explanation 

than robbery for the shooting. . 
| The Hyde Park police were at the scene 
‘a few minutes after the shooting, and In- 
|spector Hunt drove up in his buggy. A 
j description of the thief was sent to all 
police stations. Detectives went to look 
for the man at the White City and other 
}amusement parks, and especially in 
| Washington Park, where the Inspector 
| believed he might have hidden himself,

‘It looks to me as though the man was

PRESIDENT IS HOPEFUL. 


|More So Than at Any Time Since 
the Conference Began.

OYSTER BAY, Aug. 22.—The ad-

If 
the President addressed to us any re- 
quest or proposal we should listen to 
him with respect, but we could not con- 
sent to arbitration.”

“I speak of peaceful proposals only.

PETERSBURG, Aug. 22.—Al- 
though the reformers contend that the 
Czar’s manifesto is not likely to cure 
the prevailing discontent, they are 
compelled to acknowledge that the 
measure contains many of their own 
recommendations and that it is a vast 
improvement over the Bouligin scheme, 
There remains, however, a fundamen- 
tal defect in the absence of all per- 

sonal guarantees, 

The Russkiya Viedomosti remarks 
that now, more than ever, it is neces- 
sary to concede freedom of speech, the 
press, and meeting, so as to teach the 
peasants the meaning of their new and 
exalted privilege. But it is pointed out, 
on the other side, that it is essential 
above everything’ to preserve ‘before 
the eyes of the peasants the voluntary, 
gracious character of the imperial con- 
cession, which will infallibly be com- 
promised by the immoderate zeal of 
which reformers hitherto have given 
evidence if present restrictions are re- 
moved and free play is given to popu- 
lar passions. This, indeed, is to a cer- 
tain extent sound argument. 

It is realized that the rea] danger 
confronting Russia lies precisely in the 
sudden awakening of her millions to 
a sense of their power and to a realiza- 
tion of their boundless wants. But the 
policy of imposed.silence cannot more 
than defer the evil day.

T. E. WAGGAMAN INDICTED. 


Embezzlement Charged Against Wash- 
ington Man, Now Bankrupt Invalid.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—Thomas E. 
Waggaman is to be held accountable for 
his management of funds intrusted to him 
while conducting a large real estate busi- 
ness in this city and acting as Treasurer 
of the Catholic University. 

The Grand Jury to-day brought in an 
indictment against him on the charge 
of embezzlement in converting to his own 
use $5,200 which was in his hands as a 
Trustee, under an order of the Supreme 
Court of the District of Columbia for 
the estate of Adele B. French. His co- 
Trustee, John A. Heenan, and the offi- 
clals of the Metropolitan National Bank 
testified that Waggaman deposited the 
$5,200 belonging to the estate in the Met- 
ropolitan Bank in his own name, and 
When he went into bankruptcy a year 
ago no trace of it could be found. 

Mr. Waggaman, as Treasurer of the 
Catholic University, and to secure the 
institution for a sum of $876,000 last year 
deeded to the institution his well- 
known art gallery, and by the Trustees 
it was sold in New York for the benefit 
of the university, He also deeded the 
university his interest in or Park, 
one of the finest suburban parts of Wash- 
ington.

THE BENNINGTON DISASTER. 

The court of inquiry has made its 
findings in the case of the Bennington 
explosion.

CIVIL SERVICE EVASION. 
Spirit of the Law Constantly and In- 
creasingly Defeated in This City.

The whole fabric of guarantees and pro- 
tection involved in the civil service laws 
ts in danger of being cut, destroyed, and 
annihilated in some departments in this 
city, where the modus operandi is: (1) 
Removing tried men or placing them in 
subordinate positions. (2) Appointing ex- 


to the civil service. (3) Forcing men de- 
sired and who are way down on the eligi- 
ble list over the heads of those having a 
higher percentage, and possibly giving 
them a higher salary.

(1) Removing tried men—The position is 
abolished or the holder is forced into re- 
signing, and a new man with a new title 
is appointed and will perform exactly the 
same duties. 

(2) Appointing to exempt positions— 
We all understand that certain positions 
may properly be exempt—Deputies, confi- 
dential clerks, experts, secretaries, con- 
sulting and chief engineers may well be 
in that class. But calling a clerk deputy, 
a doorkeeper confidential clerk, an in- 
spector of masonry expert, a typewriter 
secretary, a division engineer department 
engineer, 
engineer or general inspector, is a per- 


version of the civil service regulations. | 


And note that under the last appellations 
the appointees to the lower berths with 
big names will not have to pass a civil 
service examination, 


(3) Forcing the card—A list of three 


names for each position is certified to a} 


department; objection is raised and they 
are rejected; a new list and a third one 
may be asked for until the desired indi- 
vidual appears for appointment, The can- 
didates previously certified may be and 


are talked into declining by misrepresen- | 


tations as to duties or salary. The pre- 
ferred man may have been posted to ask 
a higher salary than the men ahead were 
likely to ask and the game is up. 

(4) Abdicating the appointing power— 
This is done by heads of departments 
agreeing with a secretary, a chief engi- 
neer, or other irresponsible principal to 
let him select or appoint, for that is what 
it amounts to in the end, to vacancies in 
his respective bureaus. 

What encouragement has a man who 
through hard work has advanced from a 
relatively low position in the civil service 
to the highest grade in his class, 
sees all further progress and advance- 
ment shut off to him by the persistent 
nomination of strangers to the service, of 
men rewarded for political service, wear- 
ing such and sucha tag? What incentive is 
there for an assistant engineer to renewed 
effort and activity when he awakes to the 
reality that the higher position of di- 
vision engineer, for instance, is unattain- 
able? Or for a transitman, when he no- 
tices that half the positions of assistant 
engineer are given to friends outside the 
civil service who bear the titles of gen- 
eral inspector, division engineer, and the 
like? Would it not be better to return 
frankly to the old system of ‘‘ pull’’? 

Who will say that such proceedings are 
for the best interests of the community? 
Why are these appointing officers afraid 
of the civil service? Because they don't 
want assistants, but servants and blind 
tools, and their selections either have 
been or are expected to be such. 

We know this to be the case in several 
departments; hence our warning and our 
protest. Let the different Civil Service 
Commissions look around and they will 
see; and if they see, let them act. Their 
failure would be a knockout for civil serv- 
ice.

The sanitarium is located on the ocean front 
at Rockaway Park, Long Island, and it is here 
that destitute and sick children are given 
proper care and medical treatment. 

Frequent boat excursions are also given dur- 
ing the Summer months, by means of which 
those mothers with sickly children may spend 
an entire day upon the waters of New York 
Harbor ond the children are given good food, 
medical attendance, and are under the care of 
trained nurses. 

When it is understood that this sanitarium is 
maintained and these excursions are given for 
children whose parents constitute the city's 
poor, living in the crowded and unhealthy dis- 
tricts, and who would probably be unable other- 
wise to secure for them this much needed 
change from their squalid surroundings, and 
also the equally valuable medical assistance, 
the people of New York will appreciate this 
great charitable work and help to carry it on 
successfully. Their assistance is needed, as 
this institution has no membership list, and 
consequently must depend upon the generosity 
of those individuals who wish to see this good 
work successfully continued and Increased. 

So far this Summer 13,400 mothers and chil- 
dren have attended these excursions, and as 
seven more excursions are to be given, the total 
number benefited will exceed 20,000—a large 
increase over last year. 

The daily average of inmates at the sani- 
tarium is 200 sick children and mothers.

Lack of Continuous, Consistent Policy 
of Development Deplored. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 
| The importance to this city of the proper 
development of its great parks in the 
| Bronx is my reason for bringing to your 
attention the following matter: 

The power of the singie Park Commis- 
sioner to carry out any ideas of develop- 
ment he chooses appears to be absolute. 
As the Commissioner is changed every 
year or two, and as he is always, I be- 
lieve, without special qualification for the 
position, being a political appointment, 
| the methods vary with every change and 
are those of the amateur following his 
own fancy. 

A few years ago we had a tree-cutting 
Commissioner, He cut down the big old 
orchard at Bartow, in Pelham Park, to 
which park my remarks chiefly refer, the 
splendid double row of old locusts leading 
to the Hunten house, and many isolated 
big trees. He thinned out the rows of 
|} trees along the roadsides, the groves and 
woods, cut down hedges, trimmed up the 
lower branches of trees, and cut out the 
undergrowth until the park looked like a 
picnic grove. My written protest to the 
Commissioner was answered courteously 
and honestly, I believe, but his work was 
| defended and continued. 

A later Commissioner developed the Pel- 
ham Park athletic field and bathing 
beach. Without admitting the purity of 
his motives, I believe that he accom- 
plished a useful work. Under the present 
;Commissioner a trotting track is being 
built on the parade ground near Bayches- 
ter Station. This track will twice cross 
the direct road to the station, and I am 
told that the road is to be discontinued

Alfred Waterhouse designed some of the | 


most important buildings erected in Eng- 


land in the course of the last forty years. | 


His work was principally in the applied 
Gothic style, and perhaps his most suc- 
cessful building is Eaton Hall, Cheshire, 
the splendid seat of the Duke of West- 
minster. The Natural History Museum at 
South Kensington, London, is also regard- 
ed as among his best designs, and he was 
the architect of an immense number of 
business buildings in cities throughout 
the United Kingdom. 

Balliol College at Oxford and Caius and 
Pembroke Colleges at Cambridge were 
partly rebuilt from his designs, and the 
work was done so carefully and conscl- 
entiously that even the most violent ‘ an- 
ti-restorationist ’’ could find nothing to 
cavil at. 

Mr. Waterhouse was born at Liverpool 
in 1880. He studied architecture at Man- 
chester under Richard Lane, 
ward in France and Italy. His first im- 
portant work was the Manchester Assize 
Courts. He obtained a Grand Prize for 
architecture at the Paris Exposition of 
1867 and received many honors from in- 
stitutions in foreign countries. He be- 
came an Associate of the Royal Academy 
In 1878 and an Academician in 188.

Reading and Erie Rise Sharply, While 
the Market Generally Moves Irregu- 
larly—Peace Situation the Factor. 


With the markets of London and 
Paris exhibiting decided symptoms of 
uneasiness over the peace situation, 
this being reflected in declines of 144 
points in Japanese 4s and 1 point in 
Russian 4s in London, professional in- 
dustry in our own market succeeded in 
advancing Reading over 4 points in 
the early trading, and Erie common 
stock 2% points in the afternoon ses- 
sion. Of the million shares which were 
traded in, Reading and the Erie issues 
made up nearly one-half. But the ac- 
tivity in this quarter found only a half- 
hearted response in the list at Varge, 
which was heavy throughout the day 
with more losses than gains at the 
close, Various reports were again cur- 
rent purporting to explain the advances 
in the two conspicuous issues of the 
trading, but they attracted little at- 
tention, perhaps because the real ex- 
planation seemed rather obvious. 

These extraordinary advances un- 
doubtedly added much to the unset- 
tlement promoted by the dubious posi- 
tion of the peace negotiations. The 
sharp breaks in the war issues in Lon- 
don and the positive weakness of the 
Paris market near the close were fac- 
tors which inspired caution here and 
for the first time led to pessimism over 
the outcome of the conference in quar- 
ters where heretofore hope has been 
strongest. An added influence was the 
President's dispatch of a personal mes- 
‘senger to the Russian envoys, this be- 
ing construed as indicating the exist- 
ence of a crisis. The adjournment of 
the conference was variously iuterpret- 
ed, but on the London curb, after the 
close, it was favorably received and 
prices made a partial recovery. 

So overshadowing was the peace sit- 
uation that other developments of the 
| day came’in for little notice. The week- 
| ly crop bulletin was favorable so far as 
corn is concerned, excellent conditions 
still surrounding its growth, and while 
in wheat the interruption to harvesting 
by rains and the lodgment of consid- 
erable grain as 2 result of local storms 
in North Dakota and Northeastern 
South Dakota are mentioned, no serious 
setback seems to have occurred. Ac- 
cording to the bulletin the cotton crop 
as a whole has suffered further dete- 
rioration. The firmer tone to the grain 
markets was undoubtedly due in large 
| measure to the Broomhall report esti- 
mating a third of the French crop as 
|; poor and repeating the reports -egard- 
ing the short Russian crop. Shipments 
to the interior through the Sub-Treas- 
ury have been resumed with the for- 
warding of $500,000 to Chicago, the 
actual operation having been made late 
on Monday.
